of the first stand-alone store in the 
United States dedicated to Chanel watches 
and fine jewelry. In a prime midtown loca- 
tion on Fifth Avenue, the space was 
designed by ELLE DECOR A-List Titan Peter 
Marino to highlight the maison's savoir 
faire, not to mention its dazzling creations. 
But it is also an homage to Gabrielle “Сосо” 
Chanel herself, from references to her lucky 
number five to details inspired by her 
legendary Paris residence on Rue Cambon. 

The two-story boutique is inside the 
historic Crown Building, a French Renais- 
sance Revival-style skyscraper built in 1921 
(fittingly, the same year that Chanel No. 5 
debuted). The storefront features honed 
and grooved black granite, while the interi- 
ors showcase a palette of gold and black 
enhanced by touches of rock crystal—a 
favorite material of Gabrielle's—including 
pieces executed by Goossens, a longtime 
collaborator of the house. 

Marino created a dedicated watch 
salon to display Chanel’s iconic collections, 
from Haute Horlogerie to J12 and Premiere. 
For the jewelry lines such as Coco Crush, 
Camélia, and No. 5, there are four separate 
salons, two of which have hand-applied 
coromandel-style wall finishes, a nod to the 
screens in Chanel’s apartment. 

A destination in its own right, the new 
Chanel watch and jewelry flagship brings 
the joie de vivre of Paris to the city that 
never sleeps—and this is certainly one 
New York City boutique you won't want to 
sleep on.

CONSPIRING WITH NATURE

ardens, once created, need us. Nature, on the other 

e hand, doesn't. It carries on about its business 

heedless of us. The seasons move through their 

cycles, idle winter rousing into downy spring; spring 

exploding into summer; and summer retiring into fall. 

Gardening is what I do to wedge myself into the rhythms of 
nature, to attempt to become part of its vast drama. 

Gardening situates me in the world, rather than in 

the attributes we often use to define ourselves. I find my 


insignificance in the face of this resilient but uncaring 
physicality reassuring and grounding. Nature may not need 
a garden, but I do. 

А garden is a request we make to nature to collaborate 
with us. But we must go to it, observe it, and try to think as 
it does. Spring's first flowers nod modestly toward the earth 
rather than upward to the sky: the hellebores, visible when 
you brush back the covering of last year's leaves, and the 
snowdrops, whose delicate, tiny flowers push themselves >

up out of the hard snow. As I write this, the woods are 
beginning to wake—the leaves no longer crunch underfoot, 
and buds are opening on still naked tree limbs. I clock the 
barely perceptible little yellow dots of cornelian cherry, one 
of the first trees to flower in spring, and break off a branch 
to inhale its inner citrus tang. I seek out the stringy, sham- 
bolic umber sunbursts of witch hazel flowers that splay out 
frenetically as if they didn't know quite how to form them- 
selves into a proper flower. 

The maple trees are stirring now too. Do you know that 
they flower? I remember the first time I noticed they did, 
and for years I've watched their progress day by day, as if in 
a time-lapse photograph—their embryonic unfurling drop- 
ping into dangling yellow tassels and then transforming 
into those airplane-wing seedpods that whirligig in the 
wind before settling down to set seed. 

This noticing is a way of slowing down time, of holding 
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fast to its coattails as it bustles on, ensuring that it doesn't 
carry on without me. I see it; I am here. Time collapses 
when you can insert yourself into it. I feel a gut-deep regret 
when I miss some ephemeral flowering moment, like 
the weeklong parade of the cherry trees or the blooming of 
the peonies. It's the FOMO to which I am most susceptible. 
I want in on nature's party. And the best parties (at least in 
nature and the garden) are the fleeting ones. The blink-and- 
you-miss-them flowers are the ones that can break your 
heart. The late garden writer Henry Mitchell would take the 
day off from work when his bearded irises bloomed. 
He wanted to extend the party as long as possible. 

I used to feel I could get the better of time by chasing 
the spring northward. I would admire the early daffodils 
and cherry trees in Central Park, and when they were over, 
I would drive upstate, where they were just beginning to 
show their glories, and get them all over again. “Forcing” 
flowers is another way I try to bring it to heel a little. Spring 
bulbs like tulips put into pots in the fall and wintered over 
in a dark, cool place can be brought out into the warmth and 
light of the house to flower weeks before their outdoor 
brethren wake. Likewise, branches of early blooming trees 
and shrubs like quince, forsythia, and apple, cut 
when their buds begin to swell—weeks before 
they will bloom—will soon be fooled into per- 
forming the rites of spring inside the house. 
Even gathering flowers extends the amount of 
pleasure they offer. 

But the true collaboration comes with 
planting and creating human spaces from 
nature's storehouse. Sowing seeds is a mirror- 
ing act, engaging in nature's business of perpetuating plant 
life. Part of nature's perpetual perpetuating is of course the 
emergence of weeds. And while weeding is menial and 
repetitive, that is also why it's so wonderful. Being 
outside—hands in the dirt, spring's musty perfume wafting 
through the air, face in the sun—for a task that doesn't rely 
on mental energy and which allows worries to recede is 
awfully nice. If you ever wonder what actually got accom- 
plished in some hours-long meeting, with weeding, it is 
clear. But it is when you toss your weedy haul onto a com- 
post pile that you are truly tapping into the genius of nature 
and its secret ways. The earth will take your trash and give 
you back gold—healthy, dark, rich, friable soil. You and 
nature are now partners in the making of your garden. m

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accompanying chipboard model left many details to the 
imagination. “We used contextual clues,” Petrie notes. They 
assumed, for instance, that producing large-format sculp- 
tures would require lots of room, so they stipulated triple- 
height ceilings for the ovoid atelier. Considering Gray’s 
connection to southern France, they gave the house a Medi- 
terranean setting, with a pool and palm trees. 

In May, Egg Collective debuts “Designing Women IV: 
Eileen Gray’s House for Two Sculptors,” part of an ongoing 
series of exhibitions held at its TriBeCa showroom. Ellis’s 
sister, artist Tealia Ellis Ritter, has invited two sculptors, 
Molly Haynes and Taylor Kibby, to show their work along- 
side furniture—all displayed in vignettes inspired by the 
Gray house renderings. A limited-edition book will be avail- 
able, with proceeds benefiting the Berkeley, California, 
makerspace Girls Garage. 

Egg Collective’s founders met as undergrads in Wash- 
ington University’s architecture program. Among their 
small cohort of 60-odd students, the three found each other 
quickly. “We all had entrepreneurial parents,” Beamer says. 
As seniors, they took furniture-making electives together. 
After graduation they went their separate ways, but in 2011, 
they reunited in New York City and founded Egg Collective, 
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with the goal of showing at the International Contemporary 
Furniture Fair the next year. They drove a Budget rental 
truck to the fairs Manhattan location and ended up winning 
Best New Designer. In the 12 years since, they have built a 
reputation for impeccable materials and artistry paired with 
forward-thinking, idea-driven designs. 

The majority of the firm's 20-person staff works out of its 
woodshop in the Brooklyn Navy Yard. They also tap into a 
network of small producers, such as marble artisans in Italy 
and rug weavers in Nepal. For the most part, Egg Collective 
pieces are custom made, primarily for interior designers like 
Ryan Lawson, Eve Robinson, and Pembrooke & Ives. 

All three founders have worked in woodshops them- 
selves, a hands-on training that also drew them to Gray. Ellis 
describes how Gray, in passing a lacquer workshop in London, 
decided to become an apprentice there. (Gray went on to train 
with a Japanese craftsman in Paris and became a master of 
the medium herself) *What we fell in love with," Ellis says, 
“was that she started her practice learning to make.” m

EURO VISION 


The head of one of the design industry's most prestigious 


brand portfolios makes a cozy nest in Milan.

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walk through Daniel Lalonde's Milan 
А apartment is like а survey of Europe's 
greatest furniture designers. For him, 
though, having such an enviable collection, 
which includes works by the likes of Mario 
Bellini and Poul Henningsen, comes with the 
territory: Nearly three years ago, Lalonde was 
appointed CEO of Design Holding, a luxury 
group that comprises iconic brands like 
B&B Italia, Flos, and Louis Poulsen. His vision 
for the company is to create a high-end, 
one-stop shop that celebrates the industry's 
heritage and history. Lalonde's apartment is, 
in a way, a proof of concept. 
It wasn't easy at first. Lalonde and his wife, 
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Yvonne, relocated from Paris to Milan after 
his appointment and considered close to 
20 homes over the course of six months before 
they landed this apartment in a new construc- 
tion building in the city's bustling Brera district. 
It ticked all of their boxes: situated on the top 
floor with a terrace and plenty of natural light. 

Design Holding brands were top of mind 
for the interiors, but so was a sense of old- 
meets-new. “It was important to me that we 
blend in vintage lighting and chairs,” Lalonde 
says. “I didn’t necessarily want it to be a show- 
room.” The ethos for the space, however, goes 
hand in hand with the company’s vision: “We 
design for a beautiful life.”

Designers are taking ceiling decor to

ceiling is like a surprise baby, the ELLE DECOR 

A-List designer Celerie Kemble says. “Home- 

owners are like, "Wait a second! We just lacquered 
a wall. We have a big rug. We did the curtains. You're telling 
me I have a fourth child I didn't know about?’” But some- 
times, the family—or room— just doesn't feel complete 
without a statement ceiling. 

Increasingly, designers are incorporating treatments 
to direct eyes upward. India Mahdavi, the Paris-based 
ELLE DECOR A-List Titan, finds that *when I apply a strong 
floor to a space, I tend to respond with a strong ceiling to 
balance out the room. It initiates a conversation between 
heaven and earth and everything in between." 

"People are looking for more details and finer finishes,” 
says Paris-based ELLE DECOR A-List designer Jean-Louis 
Deniot. “Ву treating the ceiling, it takes care of the top layer. 
Just to paint the ceiling a different color makes a room 
tremendously more interesting." Indeed, he points out that 
this may be the budget-friendliest option, since it's simply 
swapping a more considered paint color for the standard- 
issue white. If you don't want to use the same paint as on 
the walls for a “full-wrap effect," Kemble, who is based in 
New York City, suggests a shade that complements hues 
elsewhere in the room. *If I use a really beautiful lavender

Be sure to apply a flat or matte formula, since it will 
keep light from reflecting off and highlighting every tiny 
imperfection in the surface. 

Beyond making a room look finished, a ceiling can also 
set the tone for the entire space—making the cavernous 
seem cozy, say, or bringing character to new construction.

wall of windows with expansive views of Mount Tamalpais, 
and the owners wanted something that *really spoke about 
the landscape and the ruggedness of the terrain, so we 
brought in natural materials and tones," Martinez says.

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Notably, a ceiling treatment can also hide recessed light- 
ing, speaker ports, and sprinkler heads: *It stops the eye 
from going straight to the pucks," Kemble says. Martinez 
recommends sampling a few different finishes for lighting. In 
the Mount Tam house, he tried oil-rubbed bronze, dark 
bronze, and medium bronze before deciding on the latter. 
“We played with the mock-ups until it made sense,” he says. 

Sometimes, the easiest option is drawing attention to 
the light and shadow on the ceiling. “If you've painted and 
are done with a room, install a light fixture that has a lot of 
shadow play," Kemble says. Doing this helps to create a geo- 
metric and dimensional pattern in shadow. But whichever 
approach you choose, it will have been worth your time, so 
don't rush it. "Anything that goes on the ceiling should not 
be an afterthought,” Martinez says. m

ho is Dorion? As it 
turns out, the mys- 
terious eponym of a 
young Brooklyn-based 
interiors firm doesn't 
exist. She is a fictive 
“esteemed older dec- 
orator,” as Peter Dolkas 
describes her, one 
with a very real point 
of view. 

Dolkas and Michelle Ficker, who cofounded Studio 
Dorion in 2020, met and became close while desk mates at 
the firm of ELLE DECOR A-List designer Billy Cotton. It was 
during that period that they were introduced to the 
homeowners of this Brooklyn brownstone and worked 
alongside Cotton with a mandate to “improve on empty.” 
Five years later Dolkas and Ficker came back under their 
own steam to put a new spin on its interiors. 

A Bay Area native, Dolkas studied costume design before 
going into prop styling in New York City, with a brief inter- 
lude back in San Francisco as a junior designer at a local firm. 
He went on to complete his master’s at Sotheby’s Institute of 
Artin London. Ficker, who grew up in Colorado, moved to 
the East Coast to study at the New York School of Interior 
Design, working at that time for David Kleinberg and later 
with Peter Pennoyer. Dolkas and Ficker “both have a passion 
for furniture and for objects, and for how people could live 
with them,” Cotton says. “Its amazing to see them use those 
tools in their own work and create their own vision.” 

The client, who works as a consultant, lives with her 
husband and their two teenage sons. She first hired Studio 
Dorion to complete a gut renovation of a barn on her prop- 
erty in Litchfield, Connecticut, turning it into a guesthouse. 
Thrilled with the results, she called them back to revisit the 
brownstone with an eye toward “warming things up.” The 
four-bedroom, Italianate-style townhouse, built in 1901, 
required a light but knowledgeable hand. Studio Dorion’s 
vision took shape in spurts over the course of several years, 
starting with the untouched primary bathroom, which was 
overhauled. The adjoining primary bedroom, featuring a 
bed designed by Ficker, was revamped with a wall artwork 
by Marley Freeman and a 1950s Scandinavian modern arm- 
chair upholstered in a Holland & Sherry wool. 

On the parlor floor, the living and dining areas were 
reimagined for flow and functionality: The chimney breast 
was clad in mirror to bring light deeper into the room; 
the dining table now has leaves; the living room sofas, 
previously upholstered in a white silk bouclé, are 
currently—following a tragic chocolate incident that the 
client admits was her fault—in a darker mohair velvet. “I 
couldn't get it out,” she says. “I was like, this is a sign.” 
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The ground-floor media room is а space where the kids 
can relax with their friends; it manages with aplomb the 
uneasy union of art, design, and teenagers. Outfitted in an 
espresso cork wallcovering, it features a large Room & 
Board sectional and a custom ottoman upholstered in a 
vintage Tibetan blanket. “Our little one—whoss the tallest of 
us all—we still call him the puppy,” the client says. “And he 
hasn't grown into his paws, so we're always a little at risk." 
An adjacent office was a necessary addition for the client, 
who primarily works from home. Its walls and ceiling are 
paneled in a cork flooring material to mirror the den. “We 
showed her a photo of Yves Saint Laurent's office in Paris 
that has a big cork wall that he pinned things to," Dolkas 
says. “That was our sort of gateway to get her excited about 
the idea, but it didn't take much convincing." 

The home’s extensive art assemblage was curated over 
years of acquisitions from auctions, shopping trips in 
upstate New York, and with help from Brendan Dugan of 
Karma gallery, whom the client met through her children's 
school. Notable pieces in the collection include works by 
Alex Katz, Franz Kline, Paul Lee, and Andrea Blum. *Beau- 
tiful things just have meaning to ше,” the client says. 
“Тһеуте part of what feels like home.” Like many a great 
story, this one is ongoing: Dolkas and Ficker recently fin- 
ished a tennis pavilion and a screened-in sunroom at the 
Connecticut home and are eager to see what else is on the 
agenda. “5һе jokes about the next project being a beach 
house,” Ficker says. “So мете waiting for that call.” m

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arah Dray is ап out-and-out Parisienne. The 
interior designer was born in the French 
capital and has lived in traditional Haussman- 
nian apartments ever since she was a child. 
"[he aesthetics of Parisian buildings fascinate 
me,” she says. “I’ve never seen anything quite 
so beautiful." 

Dray initially trained with two pre- 
eminent purveyors of French decorative taste. 
While in college, she interned in the offices of 
ELLE DECOR A-List Titan Jacques Garcia. She recalls seeing 
the iconic designer from afar and noting his bright red 
socks and green crocodile loafers. She later worked for 
Isabelle Stanislas, known for her revamping of three state 
rooms in the Élysée Palace. “It’s through her that I really 
discovered what I like," Dray says. *I adopt a similar con- 
temporary approach within classical settings." 

Since founding her firm in 2010, Dray has worked 
largely under the radar, despite attracting several note- 
worthy clients. She renovated a townhouse for France's 
answer to Stephen Colbert, talk show host Laurent Ruquier. 
Most of her work involves renovations of large-scale 
Parisian apartments, such as this 2,400-square-foot unit 
close to Parc Monceau and the Champs-Élysées. 

The owners—a doctor and her dentist husband with 
three young daughters—had been searching for the perfect 
space. The wife had already visited dozens of listings on her 
own. “Му husband said that if I liked it, then he would auto- 
matically like it too," she says. As fate would have it, they 
ended up checking out this one together. “Оп the day of the 
appointment, his alarm clock didn't go off and he was at 
home,” she says. “I persuaded him to come with me.” 

Stylistically, the couple shares Dray's love of classic 
Parisian architecture. On a more practical level, they were 
attracted to the apartment's proximity to their children's 
schools. Still, it required a leap of faith to buy it. “The 
former owner had lived there for the whole of her life, some 
93 years," Dray says. “Nothing was up to code.” There were 
squat toilets and stains from successive water leakages. As 
for the electrics, she notes, they were “ип drame." 

In total, it took I8 months to get everything in shape. 
Dray largely reconfigured the layout, extending the kitchen 
by enclosing a light well and creating a series of spacious 
openings in the public rooms. She also reinstated a host of 
architectural details. She loves strong axes and perfect 
alignments, cornices and moldings that frame and structure 
spaces, and vertical elements that add a strict sense of 
rhythm. She has a particular predilection for fluting on 
walls. “It adds a sumptuous yet subtle detail and a very 
bespoke touch,” she notes. 

Her clients asked for a gentle palette. Although the 
wife was the main go-to for design decisions, the husband 
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had one surprising request: a pink primary bathroom. Dray 
responded by pairing an expressively veined blush-toned 
onyx with a beautifully textural travertine. 

Elsewhere, she shook things up with a few equally dra- 
matic gestures. The large sitting room is dominated by a 
vintage sofa from de Sede, measuring 13 feet and consisting 
of 21 different modules. *It has incredible character," Dray 
says. *For me, it's like a piece of art." 

On the dining room ceiling, she installed custom light 
fixtures made from one of her favorite materials—alabaster. 
"[here are dozens of them to create the impression of a 
starlit sky,” she says. 

In each of the girls’ rooms, meanwhile, she managed 
to incorporate their own bathroom. *That way, they can 
each have their independence," she explains. The eldest 
daughter had a very particular wish—an eye-catching mir- 
ror she could use as a backdrop for Instagram posts. Dray 
came up with a wavy design that she sees as a nod to Ettore 
Sottsass's iconic Ultrafragola model. 

A version of that design will be part of her debut furni- 
ture collection, due to launch on her website this fall. After 
years of plowing a very personal path, it would seem Dray is 
finally ready to step into the limelight. "It's hard for me to 
explain how I got to where I am today,” she says. “It’s like 
everything happened quite naturally." One reason may be 
her very upbeat approach to her profession. “Т always stay 
extremely positive,” she says. “Some people feel like the 
world is about to end whenever there's the slightest diffi- 
culty with a project. For me, there's always a solution to 
every problem.” m

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hen Ashley Lavonne 
Walker started her 
own interior design 
firm in 2021 in Los 
Angeles, she quickly 
hooked a dream 
project: the top-to- 
bottom redo of a 
historic home in the 
city's Hancock Park 
neighborhood. After almost a decade working for some of 
the city's top designers—including ELLE DECOR A-List tal- 
ents Martyn Lawrence Bullard, Michael S. Smith, and Reath 
Design—the Ohio native was more than ready for the chal- 
lenge. But there was a catch. Her clients, Kaeli Deane and 
Chris Beals, were living across the country throughout the 
renovation. "We had to do almost everything over email and 
Zoom," Lavonne Walker says. 

Deane, a gallerist, and Beals, a software entrepreneur, 
were based in New York's Hudson Valley when Deane was 
tapped to help open a Los Angeles location for the interna- 
tional contemporary art space Lisson Gallery. During a 
business trip, she spent a day checking out L.A. real estate 
listings. The first house she visited was a 1904 Craftsman 
beauty by Samuel Tilden Norton, the architect behind such 
local landmarks as Griffith Park's Greek Theatre and the 
Wilshire Boulevard Temple. The home had many of its orig- 
inal features intact, including a cross-gabled roof, wood- 
paneled rooms, and stained glass windows. At 6,000 square 
feet, it had plenty of space for their growing family (they 
have a young son, now 4, and an 18-month-old daughter) for 
working at home, and for hosting relatives. *It already had 
another offer so we had to make a decision without Chris 
even seeing the house," Deane says. "It seemed crazy but we 
knew it was so special that he trusted me.” 

When they met the designer, they were impressed by 
her reputation as a talent who is as creative as she is orga- 
nized. She also has a deep understanding of architecture, 
having graduated from Syracuse University's School of 
Architecture. "Ashley is totally unflappable,” says Reath 
Design's Frances Merrill, with whom Lavonne Walker worked 
for more than three years. “She is calm under pressure.” 

The couple's requirements were straightforward: main- 
tain the character of the house while introducing a func- 
tional arrangement for a young family. “Kaeli wanted it to 
feel warm and inviting—that was the mantra here,” says the 
designer. “Му process begins with first understanding 
the architecture of the room. I want to get a sense of what 
the house should be and then bring it to that place." 

Art was an important consideration in the project, spe- 
cifically the Latin American works that Deane has collected 
for years. "We wanted it to feel like there was a conversation 
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between the art and the furniture," Lavonne Walker says. To 
that end, Deane's most cherished artwork, a painting by 
Cuban American artist Carmen Herrera, is now perfectly at 
ease in the living room over the mantel, where it hangs above 
vintage Belgian and Italian furniture from the 1940s to the 
"708. A series of collages by Brazilian artist Nino Cais com- 
plements the soothing energy of the primary bedroom. In the 
family room, the blues and grays in the large Tiffany Alfon- 
seca painting echo the palette of the textiles in the space. 
Inspired by a piece by the Austrian modernist Josef 
Frank, Lavonne Walker covered the living room's sofa in a 
patchwork of cotton velvets. In the dining room, a Colefax 
and Fowler botanical wallpaper sets off the paneled wood- 
work and cabinetry, painted cream. "When someone really 
does their research, it helps with design," Bullard says. 
"They are better able to layer and work in different textures. 
That is something Ashley really took away from here.” 
Color plays a large role in the design of the house, 
allowing for the varied furnishings to come together 
cohesively. In the primary bedroom, with its 18-inch-deep 
alcoves flanking the original mantel, Lavonne Walker 
painted the walls in a cool clay green that highlights the 
sculptural quality of the space. She often repeats hues from 
room to room: Ocher appears both in the color of the walls 
in the guest room and in the rug of the family room. The 
living room curtains' rust shade carries over to the hue of 
the breakfast room's Naugahyde-covered bench cushions. 
Creating personality and staying true to the spirit of a 
historic house is a tall order, but Lavonne Walker pulled it 
off with panache in her company’s first major project. “It 
was honestly so easy working with Ashley,” Deane says. 
"Practically everything she suggested I immediately loved. 
On the rare occasions I had feedback, Ashley listened care- 
fully and sent through other amazing ideas to consider.” m

t was admiration at first sight when interior 
designer Mike Moser and architect Tyler Thomas 
began following each other on Instagram. The Los 
Angeles-based creatives found themselves routinely 
liking and commenting on the other's project posts, 
and a friendship quickly grew out of a mutual 
respect for their innate talents. They even began 
looking for something to collaborate on—that is, until the 
inevitable happened. 

Shared passions opened a door to romance and, after a 
year of dating, Thomas moved in with Moser; then, not long 
after, in December 2022, the couple got engaged. *We 
decided to propose to each other," says Thomas, cofounder 
of the architecture and design firm Venn Studio. “We made 
cheeseburgers at home, read letters we each wrote, and 
exchanged gold bands.” 

While it wasn't the professional collaboration they ini- 
tially envisioned, the Spanish Colonial Revival bungalow 
the two now share has become a reflection of their com- 
bined aesthetics. Тһе duo transformed a two-bedroom 
home built in 1925 and situated on a narrow road snaking 
uphill through the city's Hollywood Heights neighborhood 
from a bachelor pad into a tranquil canyon retreat for two. 
“T lived in this space when we met, so when Tyler moved in, 
we wanted to start over with a clean slate and a lot of inten- 
tion," says Moser, who opened his eponymous design busi- 
ness in 2018. *Designing together has been a really fun 
bonding experience.” 

That fresh start included rearranging the interior flow 
to create an open floor plan ideal for entertaining. What was 
once Moser's bedroom became an office, and the space he 
used as a living room was returned to the primary bedroom 
it was meant to be—but with a twist. "Although it's kind of 
unconventional, our vision was that wed keep the double 
doors to the bedroom open, and it would become an exten- 
sion of the living room," Thomas says. They also decided to 
float a raw-silk-curtained canopy bed in the middle of the 
room to align with the living and dining spaces just beyond. 
And as Moser explains, the walnut and stainless steel 
sleigh-style bed—sketched by his fiancé in the back of a cab 
on their first trip to Paris together—has become a focal 
point in the home: *Honestly, Гуе never had anything bring 
me as much joy as this bed. Whenever we have friends over, 
everyone piles on—it's a space that draws people in." 

Not surprisingly, merging their individual styles, 
according to Thomas, was an effortless endeavor: *In my 
architect's mind, things need to have a purpose and be clean 
and concise, but I've always been inspired by Mike's ability 
to let loose, and I can see the choices we've made in the 
place are really a blend of those two approaches." Between 
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Moser's self-described "throw it against the wall and see 
what sticks" process and Thomas's eye for editing, the 
aesthetes have outfitted the home with an eclectic mix of 
contemporary and vintage furnishings. For instance, a 1930s 
aluminum-framed Warren McArthur sofa, a Jacques Adnet 
cocktail table, an Otto Schulz ottoman, and two midcentury 
brown mohair chairs have come together to anchor the for- 
mal living room. And adjacent to the dining room, a dusty 
blue Ligne Roset sofa, a Jean-Michel Frank-style parchment 
cocktail table, and an organic 1970s Tim Orr ceramic floor 
lamp form a low-slung conversation spot. 

Throughout the nesting process, the couple even devel- 
oped a shared penchant for decorative sterling tchotchkes. 
"We're obsessed with collecting little silver boxes and trin- 
kets," Moser says as he opens a wall-mounted "finishing 
cabinet" behind the bed to reveal the well-curated assem- 
blage. Taking a closer look into the oxblood-red lacquered 
cabinet, Thomas divulges another fixation: “We also 
became obsessed with monogramming, so there's a TT or 
an MM on everything—it's ridiculous!" 

То some it might seem silly, but they've taken that allit- 
eration to the next level and formed ТТММ, the joint design 
venture they had dreamed about since initially crushing on 
Instagram. With the website launch this spring, they'll offer 
furniture, lighting, and objects indicative of their style 
savvy, including the "super sexy" cushioned stainless steel 
daybed conceived for a nook in their bedroom. “It’s like a 
little world we're building around the things we love living 
with,” Thomas says, “and sharing it with other people.” m

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For an exceptional family home on Long Island, 
designer Sandra Weingort thinks inside the box.

EMRE DECOR 


any design studios won't touch 
a rental, but for the Miami- and 
New York-based interior 
designer Sandra Weingort, it 
was a rental that led her to the 
project of her dreams. Wein- 
gort, who founded her company 
in 2012 after nearly a decade at 
the ELLE DECOR A-List Titan 
firm Studio Sofield, was discov- 
ered by the renter's parents via 
Instagram. They asked if she might consider taking on their 
daughter's New York City apartment if it meant next work- 
ing on their 11,000-square-foot compound in Wainscott, 
New York, a Hamptons hamlet as famous for its farm stands 
as its pristine beaches. She said yes. 

The home was designed by Bates Masi + Architects and 
completed in 2022, with interiors previously overseen by 
David Kleinberg Design Associates. *I almost declined, 
because I usually only do projects from the start," says 
Weingort. “But then the clients mentioned it was built by 
Bates Masi, whom I already knew and loved.” She was given 
carte blanche to reimagine the living spaces for the 
family-oriented, art-collecting couple. 

What followed was a crash course in some of the finest 
midcentury furniture the market has to offer. “They had just 
started to develop this newfound love for modernist and 
midcentury pieces, which of course aligns with my aes- 
thetic,” says Weingort. “They are passionate art collectors 
and wanted to bring that approach to their furniture." 

The house is made up of three barnlike volumes con- 
taining separate living quarters—one for the parents and 
one for each of their adult children—linked by long hall- 
ways. "The idea of displaying the art is what organized the 
architecture and relationships of spaces," says Paul Masi, 
principal at Bates Masi. There is also an “art cube" that 
works as a gallery and a much-used poolhouse and terrace. 
“Paul calls it an heirloom home,” says Weingort. “It was 
built to last forever, for their kids and future grandkids." 

The architecture responds sensitively to Wainscott's 
historic vernacular with cedar siding that mimics the 
classic New England saltbox. Light enters through bronze- 
plated clerestory windows, while a limited palette of 
hard-wearing materials like limestone appears inside and 
out. Oak and gypsum plaster dominate each interior volume. 
The deceptively simple workings of the structure disappear 
further once inside, allowing Weingort's work to truly 
shine. Now, complementing important artworks by Dan 
Flavin, Wayne Thiebaud, John McCracken, and Lucy Dodd 
are prime examples of midcentury design of her choosing.

Advisory, has worked with the family on their extensive art 
collection since 2017. “The collecting journey is an experi- 
ential one, the culmination [of which] is getting to live with 
the work,” says Glauber. 

Guests are given a decidedly blue-chip welcome in the 
entry, where Alex Katz’s The Yellow House, picked up 
at Sotheby’s, presides over a Pierre Jeanneret table from 
1954, a 1973 Pierre Chapo chair, and a George Nakashima 
stool. In the family room hangs another exceptional work, 
Alice Neel’s Pregnant Nude. A warm orange sofa and 
chairs designed by Jeanneret in the 1950s flank the painting 


as well as the custom stone fireplace that supports it. 

At the room's other end, an ocean-blue Pierre Yovano- 
vitch sofa seems the perfect answer to McCracken's nearby 
wall sculptures in complementary hues. At first glance, the 
arrangement seems casual, which is just as Weingort 
intended: Everything was placed to encourage conversation 
and, per the client's directive, to keep the focus on the art. 

The family room and dining area see the most foot traf- 
fic and thus were designed with function top of mind. “It was 
important for [Weingort] to understand how we live, how we 
party, how we relax—how we do it all,” says the wife. The 
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open-plan dining area includes a full kitchen (a *morning 
and happy-hour hub"), a bar around which 30 guests huddle 
during the holidays, and a dining table that seats at least 10. 
“Тһе energy of this house is extremely calm," Weingort says. 
“You can really feel the quietness when you are here alone 
and the warmth when it is filled." 

Weingort is looking forward to working with the family 
on a ground-up project in Mexico, where they recently pur- 
chased land. "She's a perfectionist like Гуе never seen, and 
an amazing collaborator,” says the wife. “She truly knocked 
this project out ofthe park." m

Today, Kelly Wearstler, the ELLE DECOR A-List Titan, is known for her big, bold interiors. However, at the start 
of her career almost three decades ago, the Californian embraced a wider range of styles, occasionally 
leaning toward quieter and more neutral aesthetics. Her debut feature, published in November 2000-іп 
Margaret Russell's first issue as editor in chief-showcased a house in the Hollywood Hills that she designed 
for real estate and hospitality magnate Brad Korzen. It marked Wearstler's first residential project for Korzen, 
following several hotel renovations they had collaborated on. The house symbolized not only a venture into 
residential design but also a bridge to an enduring romance: Two years after the story's publication, Korzen 
and Wearstler were married—and have remained together ever since. It’s incredible to think that for one 

of the design world’s quintessential power couples, it may have all started with this room. —Camille Okhio
